Tombstones Are 
Broken at Mill 
Creek Cemetery 



Some twenty.flve monuments and 
tombstones in the Mill Cref^^c ceme- 
tery, located between Wadsworth and 
IRoaecrana, were" knocked over, a good 
share Of them being toUlly destroyed, 
Bometlme Thursday night or during 
the early hours Friday morning 

The destruction of the monumente 
and tompstones, without a doubt. Is 
the worst act of vandalism ever com- 
muted In Lake county. 

The wreck at the Mill Creek ceme- 
tery was discovered hy George Cash- 
more, a mailman on an R. F. D. route 
working out of the Wadsworth office' 
Cashmore was driving by the "ceme- 
tery shortly after noon Friday and 
noticed stones ihit had been over- 
turned and broken. He Immediately 
made a report to Rev. j. b. Foley 
pastor of the Catholic church at Wads- 
worth, who has charge of the ceme- 
tery, and the matter w^s taken up 
with the authorities. 

"I cannot conceive of anybody so 
low as to go Into a graveyard and de- 
stroy sacred property," said Mies 
Ethel Dletmeyer, who lives two miles 
from Mill Creek, and one of the first 
persons to visit the cemetery aftter 
the destruction had been reported 

According to Miss Dletmeyer. al- 
most all of the Inhabitants of Wads- 
worth and Mill Creek visited the cem- 
etey and the people of both communi- 
ties are so roiled up over the vandal

The vjystery Uieme, "Wlio was aiel- 
chlzedelc?" last Sunday morning, 
proved of special Interest 

The valley of the Dead Sea was in- 
vaded by five kings who defeated the 
four kings of the valley and carried 
off their property and many of the 
people to the north. A messenger 
escaped and ran twenty miles west to 
tlie highlands, whore Abraham llveil, 
and told him of the great catastrophe 
and that hig nephew. Lot, was among 
those carried off. 

Abraham hastily formed an army 
of 31S men, and with the small armies 
of two petty kings alllecl with him, 
made forced marches northward, ovGr- 
took the invaders, defeated them in 
battle, killed many of them and re- 
captured and brought back the cap- 
tives and their goods. 

On the' way back ho was met by 
Melchlzedeck, who blessed him In the 
name of "The Most High God" and to 
whom Abraham delivered one tenth 
of all the property recaptured. Who 
was Melchlzedek? 

The solution was sought In a care- 
ful examination of Hebrews 7:1 to 3: 
Here we read first, that he was "The 
Priest of tlie Most High God." This 
exalts him to the highest possible 
priesthood. But next we read that he 
was also King. King of what? The 
text says -he was King (Melchi-) of, 
Zedek. That Is the meaning of his 
name. Now where was ancient Zedek? 



[What realm was It? The spade "has 
never, discovered any such realm. But 
the text tells us In the next breath 
that Zedek means' Rlghteousneas. 
What can this mean? But now the 
text says he was also King of Salem. 
And then adds that Salem means 
Peace. 

Melchlzedek Is king of two strange 
realms: the Realm of Righteousness 
and the Realm of Peace. The vision 
.of earthly kingdoms, dissolves; and, 
as we gaze, there forms the vision of 
,the realm of the spirit, and the dawn 
of the truth.burats upon us that this 
our Melchlzedek la king of no realm 
of earth, but tho Everlasting King of 
the great realm of moral values and 
spiritual destinies. And now we look 
across tho centuries and see Him 
stand in all majesty and declafe^Fe- 
fore Pilate, "My kingdom Is not of 
this Tv-orld.". OUiers are servants of 
rfghteousnesa; He alone la King of 
Righteousness. Others are servants 
of peace. He only can be King of 
Peace. 

And our autlior here tells us that 
Abraham paid tithes to this our groat 
Melchlzedek, our Christ, the world's 
Messiah, and that we also pay our 
tithes to Him. What for? What does 
He want of the billions of dollars that 
will roll. Into His treasuries when we 
all pay Him our tithes? This it la: 
His Kingdom of Righteousness must 
be established and must occupy the 
entire field of the world's life. And 
peace can come only after righteous- 
ness. And millions of battles every- 
where must be fought before rlgl^t- 
eousness has all the field. And the 
billions of tithe will all bo needed to 
win the kingdom's final victory.

Low nlght-alr temperatures In gar- 
den and truck farms may often bo 
prevented by tho selection of soil In 
which there is a sandy component, na 
saud and sandy loams generally store 
up more heat during the day than do 
most other soils and give off more In 
tho nIghtUrao by conduction to the air 
above, tlius diminishing tho probabil- 
ity of critical temperatures and tho 
formation of damaging frosts. The 
land In use should be well drained of 
surplus moisture, as wot soils arc In-, 
variably cold soils and more suscept- 
ible to frost damage. Any soil, wheth- 
er it bo sand, loam or clay, I^ warmer 
when it Is clean and free from weeds 
and unnecessary vegetation. 

Frost may form on one side of a 
street and not on tlie other, or In one 
section of a level farm and not In an- 
other, for ono or more of several rea- 
sons, such as difference in soils, 
slight difference In elevation, In mols-' 
ture, or in kind and extent of surface 
covering, or the amount of Insolation 
received. Frost may appear In sec- 
tions which have wot, cold soils cov- 
ered with heavy vegetation or nncultl* 
vated, whilo on tho same night and 
under tlio aumo meteorological condi- 
tions it does not form on other 
ground close by where the soli Is rela- 
tively dry, warm and clean.

SOME BIRDS PROTECTED ALL 
SEASONS BY FEDERATED LAW 
According to a summarj' of state 
and other game laws for the season 
1922-23, prepared by the biological sur- 
vey of the United States department 
of agriculture, federal regulations pro- 
hibit the BhooUng from sunset to half 
an hour before sunrise of migratory 
eame birds on which there Is an open 
season, and prohibit the killing at any 
Ume of any of the following birds:

Ject of education. 

This Is not Burprlalng, for In addi- 
tion to Hho boneflta -which are directly 
derived from the schools by those -who 
attend or patronize them. >and Indi. 
recUy even by those who do neither, 
there aro many things which contri- 
buto to, this general Intereat From 
tho homes of the rich and the poor,— 
the naUve bom and tho foreign* bom 
—tho professional clasaes and the day 
laborer go the children Into tho 
schools. 

There they have thoir victories and 
their' defeats, ,thoro glad hours and 
thoIr sad hours. They pilngle with 
tho^ bright and with the dull. They 
come under the discipline and Instruc- 
tlon of a stranger. It Is a new world 
to the young child— and It remains a 
dIsUncUve world to tho end of his stu- 
dent lUo. 

Tho school Is the topic of conversa- 
tion in tho homo. Parents, older 
brothers and siflters, and even those 
too young to be in school take ah In- 
teres t In It 

Furthermore, all our people support 
;tho school regardless of personal 
Jene-flts derived therefrom. There Is 
erhaps no intereat ao vital as a vest- 
ed Intorest. Even If people are not 
fedlrectly participating In an enterprlBe 
^«r Institution If their money is used 
In Its support they take an Interest In 

The special days In our schools, 
Hag day, arbor day, anniversary days 
: and commencement, all olTor the com- 
munlty opportuniliea for recreation, 
entortalninont and Instruction which 
Jt Is not slow to accept. 

As a result of all this there Is a very 
'i.^**'® ^°*J. (Jeep interest In the sctfools 
t~*T^^,^°^^'^?^°*^*°^ *^*^° outward seeming 
, ' Indlffcrenco and unconcern. So much 

1b the school a -part of our lives and 
our dally living that we tnho It for 
granted. "Wo accept the school as wo 
do tho hills and valleya about us. Be- 
fore wo wore, It waa, and wo accept 
It almost as a law of nature. 

But, too many people forget, that 
tho public school which la at once, 
both the great force for higher levels 
In life and tho great" levoler, is but 
one of tho five great organized social 
-^W > opencles whose function It Is to help 
•^/ 'tie people, each of course In Its own 
distinctive way. It Is always a mis- 
take to ask tho school to aaaume tho 
responsibilities and bear the burdens 
of other Institutions. The home, the 
church, the buatnoas world and even 
the state are oftienders here. Delin- 
quent parents demand of the school 
work which constitutes tho chief rea- 
son for tho home. Thechufch, whoso 
'^ function It Is to Increase righteous- 

ness in the world fakes Illegitimate 
dcmonds upon tho school. The buai- 
ncBs world demands a degree of 'skill 
and a power of adjustment which It la 
nover the function, of the school to 
confer or develop. ThoBtatodemanda' 




of the school that It turn out law 
abiding and public spirited citizens. 
,No one queaUons that the school haa 
an obligation hero, but it is too much 
to demand such results from the 
school In the facb of dlahonest praq- 
Uces In the home, quesUpnablo busi- 
ness methods In the market, and 
graft and misrule In the' state. 

The one dIsUncUve funcUon of the 
school Is the development of the en- 
tire child. The child enters school un- 
developed in mind and body. Wohave 
a right to expect the school so to 
train that the child wlU'develop, a 
degree of mental find physical mas- 
tery, BO to teach that the child shall 
come from Ignorance Into the freedom 
of knowledge, ao to give ample and 
varied opportunities for mental and 
physical oxetclse that the child win 
progress from weakness to strength 
and efficiency. We have a right to ex- 
pect tho school to cultivate the habit 
of application and Independent thought 
so that the child will become able to 
oxeclse his own Initiative and to plan 
his own program of life. This is the 
legitimate work of the school and the 
result tho community has a right to 
expect. There will of course be many 
by-products, as there' are In all life's 
processes, but the one thing for which 
the school should alm'ls tho develop- 
ment of the child. Superintendents, 
teachers, janitors, money expended In 
laboratories, gymnasiums, libraries, 
playgrounds, should all make . contri- 
bution to the development of the 
child. Whatever makes for the en- 
larged life of the child— pictures, 
mualc, languages, physical appliances 
—has a place and should be admitted 
to tho school. That which does not 
should be eliminated. 

The community does have a right 
to expect the school ^ use every ef- 
fort to develop an all round child — 
but It has no right to expect tho 
school to nt and prepare the child for 
particular work In the world. If the 
child Is developed and his powers 
fully trained— which work we do ex- 
pect the school to undertake-;-he will 
find It comparatively easy to so ad- 
just himself as to moot life's changing 
vicissitudes. The greatest service the 
common schools can render the pro- 
fessions, and specialized labor of all 
kinds, is to turn over to them well 
developed men and women. ■ . * 

The community has a right to Ex- 
pect that tho members of the school 
board whose duty It is to administer 
the financial affairs of the school shall 
be -men and women of high Intelli- 
gence, sound .Judgment and business 
ability who aje not too much en- 
grossed In their] own personal affairs 
as to be unable to bring to the task 
the consideration it must have In or- 
der to meet its necessities. 

They must be men who realize that 
o low tax levy, for educational pur- 
tlon of^ the people's money and the 
poses usually means a mlsappropria- 
misguidance of their children. ' 

Wo have a right to expect the 
school board to provide for our chil- 
dren tho beat poaslbio • environments 



[within ItB limit, in the way of build- 
logs, . venUIaUon, heaUng,, soaUng, 
lighting and decorating. The suggea- 
tiveneas that comes from environment 
is perhaps the greatest of educational 
factors. Environment and association 
determine our disposition whether it 
be gloomy or cheerful, our tastes 
whether for languages or mnthemaUcs 

i good literature or bad. 

I A noted lecturer speaks of a gossip- 
ing slanderouB old woman who was 
f alrijr, decent when she had on her 
good clothes. She would not disgrace 
her clothes. , V 

Good environment makes for goSd 
behavior. If we would : have children 
become good men and women with 
beautiful characters and lofty Ideals 
we must surround them with the good 
and the beautiful childhood and 
youth should be happy. It Is the beau- 
tlful springtime of life and It is the 
duty of our schools to trnlri the chil- 
dren In those habits that make for 
joyous happy useful living and to hold 
constantly before the plastic mind, of 
youth an idealof the abundant life 
which Is after all tho end of living. 

Let ua take care of youth and age 
will take care, of Itself, < 

The community also has a right to 
expect that the school board whose 
office It Is to employ teachers shall In- 
slat that those teachers have made 
proper preparation for their work. 

Teaching Is a pofesalon no less than 
medicine, law and engineering and 
tlie consequences of mistakes and In- 
comptency are even more disastrous. 
We have a right to ask for trained, 
competent teachers. Just as the army 
trains* the men who aspire to become 
officers and leaders so should the 
stato train those who are to lead tho 
children of today into the citizens of 
tomorrow. Providing trained teachers 
for our schools is indeed, a problem, 
but It can be solved. 

Prance, for example, supports with 
public funds, over two hundred train- 
ing schools for teachers, selects with 
care young men and women to All 
them as students, pays the board, cost 
of room, books and instruction of 
those students while taking the 
course, provides them wltU schools at 
good salaries as long as they teach 
and when they retire from active ser- 
vice gives them a pension sufficient 
for their support. Every teacher In 
the realm Is a trained teachers. 

We hall with pleasure the advent 
of -women on the school boards, be- 
lieving" as 'we do that tho, eternal 
mother Inst|nct that exists in every 
woman's lleWrt will constitute her 
a .faithfuf guardian of child welfare. 
Also because when mistakes are made 
as they will always be — tho men are 
given the opportunity to say with 
Adam In the Garden' of Eden, "My 
Lord, the woman," she Is to blame. 

We expect the school board to use 
In the cauae of education tho same 
g6od business principles with which 
they would manage their own affairs 
and to use tho public money to secure 



the best possible resulta to the chlldl 
And what has the community a 
right to expect froni tho teachers? Wo 
believe that our teachers aa such have 
certain duties, the performance of 
which tho community has a right to 
expect. Duties that are owed to them- 
selves, to each other, to school prop- 
erty, to parents, to pupils, and to the , 
school that employs them. 

We expect them to use every effort, 
to improve In the science of teaching 
and the art of school management, 
and to attend teachers meetlngB and 
educational aasoplatlon, . We expect 
every act and word — and the company 
them to exercise a watchful care over 
they keep— and to teach by example 
aa well as by precept 

We expect, the teacher to be the 
man or tho woman wehope to see our 
boys and girls become as years come 
upon them. 

We expect them to bo loyal to the 
superintendent, and all In authority 
over them, and to extend every cour- 
tesy and render every assistance to 
teachers ^ut entering upon duty. We 
expect them to make the schoolroom 
a pleasant and attractive place for 
children, and to take good care of all 
hooka, maps, charts and other school 
property entrusted to them, leaving 
everything In satisfactory shape at 
the close of school. 

AVe expect them to try to secure the 
confidence and cooperation of the par- 
ents In tlieir efforts to beneflt the 
children, and to keep those parents In 
formed of the doing and progress of 
tlio pupil. 

We expect them .to know that a 
child's true education Is a growth that 
can come only from tho proper oxer-' 
else of all his faculties. 

We expect them to know that neg- 
lect, carelessness, mistakes, are dis- 
astrous to the pupils and moat diffi- 
cult to remedy. 

We expect them to remember that 
what a pupil grows to be Is of vastly 
more Importance than what he lives 
to know. 

Wo expect them to make themselves 
acquainted with the parents of tho pu- 
pils and members of tho community 
by taking part In local affairs. 

Finally, we expect them to' bo just 
and Impartial In all their dealings with ' 
the children. It Is easy to love ■ tho 
little girl with the pretty curis and 
ribbons or tho dimpled little boy who 
lives In the big white house— and 
brings the bltsgest red apple to tho 
teacher's desk. But to love the Rug- 
gles, the WIggses, the Oliver Twists, 
the Smiiea and the SUookeys — chil- 
dren who live "nowhere very mut-h," 
the teacher must have mot face to face 
with" the Great Teacher who said, 
"Suffer the little children to come un- 
to mo anU forbid them not, for of 
such Is the kingdom of heaven."

Destruction 

of Chinch 
Bugs; Urged 



TJnless Chinch bugs are checked, 
their Infestation threatens to spread 
[again over the entire Miaslaslppi Val- 
ley, and cause a recurrence of the 
losses of 1887. which would amount to 
neariy one hundred million dollars, 
W. P. Flint, state entomologist at the 
University of Illinois, warned today. 

Over sixty-ave counties In HUriola 
are now Infested with chinch bugs, 
according to Mr. Flint. We must 
burn them out, he says. 

Unless weather conditions next 
spring are specially unfavorable for 
tho growth and dovelopment of these 
bugs, or unless atepa are taken to de- 
Btroy them In their winter quarters, 
aerloua crop Iosbos are sure to follow. 

Chinch bugs destroy or greatly re- 
duce the yield of com. barley, spring 
wheat, oats, millet, winter wheat, rye, 
broom corn, sorghum and other grass 
crops. They will not feed on legumes 
— soybeans, sweet and red clover, 
cowpeas and the like— or in fact on 
any crop that Is not a grass. 

Chinch bugs aro not all in their win- 
ter quarters before the first of Novem- 
ber. Burning attractive cover before 
that date does not kill the bugs, but 
only causes them to seek shelter in 
some other place. Effective burning 
may bo done during any dry pelod 
from November first to Aprft- first. 
Burning In the fall Is by far the best 
practice, as It not only kills the bugs
